esty ’s reluctance in parting with his 
chancellor, and subscribing himself, 
“ Your grateful sovereign.” 
The politi­ 
cal aspects of the change are im port­ 
ant. 
Prince Von Buelow is the first 
G erm an chancellor who has been com ­ 
pelled to leave office because of an a d ­ 
verse parliam entary m ajority. 
Capri- 
vl fell, it is true, partly on account of 
C onservative opinion, but not through 
direct parliam entary defeat. 
The change is regarded by the Lib 
erals as a long step tow ard m inisterial 
responsibility to the reiehstag.

Conservatives and Clericals, 
parties 
opposed in principle to an absolute 
parliam entary system .
